WHEN GUNS STOP 


Artillery Fire Was Intense 


In Hours Before Hostili- 
ties Cease—Friend and 
Foe Fraternize. 


Paris, Monday. Nov. 12.—When dawn 
came yesterday morning there was no 
hint of the cessation of hostilities. Bast 
of the Meuse. regardless of the situa- 
tion, the American Second Army at- 
tacked in force at 8 o'clock. The on- 
slaught was preceded by a trcmcmtous 
barrage, which was returned in kind 
by the enemy. 
For three hours the 
Americans 
swept 
forward, 
hurling 
themselves against the wire entangle- 
ments. 
The German gun fire was devastat- 
ing. Then, at exactly I minute of II. 
like a final thunder crash at the clear- 
ing of a storm, the guns on both sides 
abruptly ceased. The silence was more 
startling than the deafening roar of 
the barrage. For a brief minute inter- 
mittent rifle fiie followed: then e.imc 
a pause, punctuated by ripping cheers 
from the trenches on both sides of the 
line. 
What followwl on one seolor wa* per- 
haps one of the roost singular events 
of the war. Against the sfcy«n« figures 
were suddenly sllhourUe*!- 
They ap- 
peared cautiously at fhvt, »»«» won, 
growing bolder, all along the line they 
stood upright, Thew were German*. 
The Americans were not so cautious. 
As the barrage died, ending in a final 
husky rumble in the distance from the 
bis guns, runners went springing along 
the fire line. 
Instantly comprehend- 


ing, the whole line of doughboys leaped 
from trenches, tax holes nn<l ph<-J3 cra- 
ters, splitting the unaccustomed sik-nee 
with * shrill cheer. The roar of voices 


was like an outburst at some great 
college contest in America when a con- 
testant scores a classic play. 


Strange to relate, 'the defeated en- 
emy joined vociferously in the cheer- 
ing. 
The world war was finished. 


At 1 minute before 11 it would have 
meant death to show oneself al:ov<> 
shelter. Not more than a minute after 
the hour the rolling plain was alive 
with cheering, shouting men. friend and 
enemy alike. Not many minutes later 
Germans and Americans were coming 
along the narrow stretch Of ground so 
fiercely fought over; some shyly and 
awkwardly, like embarrassed school- 
boys. 
The first advances wer followed by 
offers from the Americans of cigarets. 
chocolate and chewing gum. The Ger- 
mans in some places reciprocated with 
offers of hot coffee, bread and sausage. 
The orders forbidding fraternizing 


were strict, but ;hc novelty of the situ- 
ation at times overcame prudence and 
doughboys surreptitiously visited near 
by enemy dugouts. 
Along the barbed vrire at a road 
crossing, some doughboys nnd Germans 
began a brisk barter for «>uvenirs. 
The Germans were bewildered by the 
number of Americans sivalsins Ger- 
man. 
"Sure, my old mar. was horn in Ger- 
many." laughingly remarked one stal- 
wart private. 
"That's nothing." said another, "my

ASKS WOMEN TO 


"STAY ON JOB" 


Council of National De- 


fense Needed to Continue, 
Work as Emergency is 
Not Ended by Armistice. 


Special to the Advocate. 
Onnville, Nov. 13.—The Women's 


Committee of the Council of National 
Defense, local branch, will hold a meet- 
ing Thursday afternoon at 8:00 in the 
Baptist church. Communications have 
been received by this unit, from Miss . 
Belle Sherwin, state chairman, and the 
only woman member of Governor Cox's 
cabinet, which will piove of interest to 
women every where just at this time. 
Among these is a telegram she had re-j 
ceivedv from Franklin K. Lane, secre- 
tary of the interior and chairman of 
the field division Council of Defense: 
"I earnestly beg you not to relax your 
efforts in the slighest degree on ac 
count of the armistice. 
Even if the 
armistice should be concluded, this does 
not mean that the war is over and in 
any case the emergency will not be 
over for a long time. Most of the work 
which you have been called on to per- 
form, must go on undiminished and I 
hope every man and woman in the 
Council of Defense system will stay 
on the job." 
' 
Miss Sherwin is planning with the 
heads of eight state departments for a 
conference in Columbus early in De- 
cember, to plan for the next year's 
work. 
"Women should realize their respon- 
sibility for stabilizing public sentiment 
during the trying time when we are 
waiting for peace" writes Miss Sherwin 
"and for the still more difficult months 
following peace, when the problems of 
re-construction stampede us. I believe 
that the women in every one of our 88 
counties in Ohio will remain faithfully 
at their posts of work, undisturbed by 
the inevitable temptation to let down. 
They will hold their meetings and do 
their work as usual." 
Miss Sherwin. believes that every nit 


of experience obtained by the nine hun- 
dred units of the Women's Committee 
in Ohio during the last year, -while 
building up a program for home de- 
fense, has been in the nature of train- 
ing for the most difficult problems that 
are yet to come. 
It will be a satisfaction to those who 
have been doing their war work to re- 
ceive a certificate to^hat effect along 
with the button which no one is en- 
titled to wear who has not been so 
endorsed. Each war worker should be 
at the meeting to signify her desire for 
the certificate which must be sent from 
headquarters. The honor of wearing a 
Red Cross pin has gradually been con 
ceded as belonging by right to the 
nurses and directors of that great or- 
ganization. 
But any woman who has 
done her war work in any department 
may honorably and proudly display this 
emblem of the Council of Defense 
At this meeting reports on the. War 
Gardening will be made, and plans for 
child welfare discussed 
If the Vaca- 
tion Bible School is to be continued it 
must be under other management, as 
Prof. Shumaker is planning for"'work 
in Chicago next summer. Here is work 
worthy the best efforts of the cpmniun- 
itv.
